Negotiations almed at 
enabling existing PSL clubs 
also to run minor Federation 
teams are under way, 


Western Suburbs and APIA 
will share all costs and profits 
equaly.

The president of the Australian 
Soccer Federation, Sir Arthur George, 
told the ASPA presentation dinner in 
Sydney the ASF supports Gutendorf’s 


recommendations. 
They are-that: 


@ In the event of a 0-0 result, extra time be 
played and if there are still no goals, neither side 


should get a- point: 


@ PSL clubs should guarantee their coaches 
tenture of at least one year to enable them to be 


more adventurous; 


@ Every PSL team should include at least one 
under 19 player and have at least two under 19 


players on the bench. 


@ Referees should clamp down on the ‘pseudo 
the players who dramatise minor in- 


actors,” 
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juries on the pitch, thereby holding up the game 
unnesessarily. 

“In that sort of thinking, Rudi Gutendorf has 
the support of the ASF," Sir Arthur said. 

He said the total attendance of the PSL this 
year was 798,000, 

‘Anything less than 1.2 million next year 
will be a failure,"’ he added, 

He believes the suggested changes will help 
make the game more entertaining and therefore 
increase attendances. 

“Looking back at the end of a season, you 
must reject the temptation to indulge in too’ 
much self praise,’ Sir Arthur said. 

“A good year like the one we have had is not 
an end, but a beginning.” 

Sir Arthur praised Newcastle and Canberra as 
clubs that represent a broad spectrum of the 
community and that includes many nationalities 
on their committees. 

Canberra's crowd support had increased 300 
per cent since the club moved to Bruce Stadium, 
proving the value of good spectator facilities.

THE WISDOM OF 
HEDDERGOTT 








if the Philips Soccer League goes ahead 
with its planned introduction of a West Ger- 
man-style licencing system, clubs could have 
their licences revoked if they employ an un- 
qualified coach. 


The West German Bundesliga can revoke a club‘s licence to 
compete in the league if it fails to meet undertakings agreed 
upon at the start of each season, and can disqualify also a club 
whose coach doesn’t hold a Football Teachers’ Licence. 


Karl-Hoinz Heddergott, the Director of Coaching in West Germany 
who's currently visiting Australia, has recommended that the PSL adopt 
a policy whereby coaches must be Jicensed before they can be put in 
charge of a PSL team. 

The English Football Association is considering introducing a similar 
rule. 

Heddergott said players who had played at the highest level of soccer 
weren't-automatically good coaches. 


“In West Germany many clubs would like to appoint Franz Becken- 
bauer, for example, as their coach,” said Heddergott. “They think he 
knows everything about soccer because he’s a grgat player. 


“In England, youngsters are coached by professionals who know the 
game, but when they join a pro club, they are often coached by ama- 
teurs: former players who don’t really know what coaching is all about. 

“Players must leam to be coaches. Thair playing experience is not 
enough. It will help them understand coaching theories but they must 
learn from scratch how to guide players to their peak.” 


Heddergott is in Australia to introduce a coaching manual for youth 
soccer. Called “Go For Goals’, the manual involves films and was put 
together by Heddergott as part of his duties as technical advisor to the 
FIFA/Coco-Cola teaching aids programme. 


He has been on FIFA’s teaching staff since 1965. 


Before being able to coach a West German First or Second 
Division team, a would-be trainer must study and practice for 
four years. s 


The first step is attainment of the ‘B’ licence. This involves two weeks’ 
Instruction and a week of examination. 


If the applicant passes his exams, he then practices on his ‘B" licance 
for two years. 


After the two-year period, he can attempt to gain an ‘A’ licence. This 
requires three weeks’ instruction and a week of examination.

Those successfully gaining their ‘A’ licence must then practice for a” ” 
year before attempting the Football Teachers’ Licence. 

Gaining the full licence is no easy achievement. It requires'six months’ 
study at Cologne Sports School, with lessons from dawn until dusk each 
day. 

A coach can move through the Australian coaching system and 
attain his full badge in leas than eight months. 


Heddergott who is also coach of the West German youth team, is 
acknowledged as one of the leading teachers of soccer in the world. 

He likes players to have imagination and creativity and the flair to 
dribble past opponents. 

However, it's a lot harder to summarise his theorles and methods of 
coaching.

Heddergott received acclaim for his new way of teaching, which can 
be conducted In a back yard as atfectively as on a football field. 


Basically, Heddergott’s target when coaching players is: the appli- 
cation of competitive pressure on a player to lift him to a high standard 
at which hls vision and reading of the game, distribution of the ball to the 
target player and ability to maintain possession is not affected even 
when threa opponents have pressured to regain possession and rest- 
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ricted the space available for use by the player in possession, 
All Heddergott’s training techniques are practiced in a game situation. 


But if all Heddergott’s theories and methods were to be listed, one 


book at least would be filled. 


The man has an enormous knowledge of soccer. 


“I'm not worried by traditional methods,” he said. ‘| had a player the 
other day who back-heeled a pass to a taam mate behind him whereas 
anyone else would turn around before delivering 4 similar pass. | stopped 
the game and congratulated that player. 


“Every situation on the field requires a differant demand. Players must 
be adaptable. They must pass with the Inside or the outside of their foot. 


They must have imagination. 


“English soccer lacks imagination. It's really ping-pong, with 
constant use of the long ball. The English Press realises this. 
They need players who are willing to beat opponents with a 
swerve, interchange positions and use short inter-pessing.”* 


Heddergott’s technique of putting players under competitive pressure 
should help them. learn to make dacisions during a game,

"| found that Australian youths 
tend to distribute the ball to the 
first opening they see, whether 
that pass is a difficult or simple 
one,” he said. 

") then told the boys not to de- 
liver the ball to their first prefer- 
ence spot but to immediately pass 
to their second choice. 

“When a player can change his 
mind like that in a split second, it 
means he has vision of more than 
Just one opening. When players 
can see all the alternatives he can 
deal better with pressure from op- 
ponents.” , 

Heddergott’s method of ap- 
plying competitive pressure can 
start with a one-against-one situ- 
ation. 

“When a player has possession, 
he's confronted by one opponent. 
He must maintain possession, but 
distribute the ball to his team ma- 
te.” Ps 

After mastering this, the com- 
potitive pressure |s increased in a 
four-against-two situation. 

“As we build up a player's 
mental and _ psychological 
strength to cope with the com- 
petitive pressure,” he said, “we go 
through three-against-five situ- 
ations and so on until we get to 
11 against 11 — a full game.” 

Heddergott says that with any 
coaching, the players and the 
coach must have a target, and im- 
provement must be present as In- 
volvement increased. 

He loosely defined the role of a 
team when it is attacking or de- 
fending. 


“Offence involves maintaining 
possession, Inter-passing, inter- 
changing of positions and chal- 
lenging the opponents’ goals,”’ he 
said. 

“Defence aims at regaining 
possession, restricting the area of 
movement of the opponents and 
pressuring them. 


Heddergott’s coaching manual 
“Go For Goals’ encourages scor- 
ing. If that message is being 
spread to young players over the 
world, the game will always flou- 
rish,

Six months after the formation 
of the club, Olympic cyclist Nino 
Borsari took over as president 
and was to become the backbone 
of Juventus. 


In its first season of com- 
petition, Juventus won every one 
of its 10 matches and was pro- 
moted to the Second Division. 


The team’s goal average was 
45:5, 


One of the great players of this 
efa was captain Reno Carollo 
who played until the mid-50s. 


In the first match Juventus 
contested — on April 16, 1949 — 
Carollo scored four goals in his 
team's 8-2 victory over Brighton. 


Another star of those times — 
Martini — scored twice and goals 
from Bon and Bertoldo made a 
total of eight. 

Other players in Juventus’ orig- 
inal team included Charile 
Musco, Plutino, Lucenti, Fran- 
cesconi and coach Tleppo. 

Juventus’ ground at that time 
was the No. 9 oval et Royal Park. 

Subsequent headquarters have 
been at Elsternwick, the Show- 
grounds, St Kilda Cricket Ground 
and of course, Olympic Park. 

Juventus’ career In top com- 
pany started after gaining promo- 
tion to the First Division in 1951. 

One of the super-stars of the 
fiftias was Pepe Cubero, from 
the Spanish second division. 

Playing for J.U.S.T., Cubero 
tied with Bob Wemyss of Po- 
fonia for the 1956 Argus Medal 
before transferring to Juventus in 
1957 and starring for the next 
two seasons. 

Of course, there was also Bue~ 
idoni who had played for Turin 
and Pro Patria in Italy, and prolific 
goalscorer Bill Copeland who 
later bobbed up at many other 
clubs, 

Other stars of that ara included 
Sergio Bassi from Grion Pola 
and Pro Patric, Enzo Costa, 
Steve Camilleri who later moved 
to George Cross, Vida Kassal 
from Hungarian team Pecs and 
full back Guiseppe Sabidussi, 
father of present players Bruno 
and Carlo Sabidussi. 

Like Cubero, Peter Vidovic 
served both J.U.S.T. and Juven- 
tus. He came to Juventus in 1949 
from Italian club Fiume, switched 





to J.U.S.T. in 1950 and later 
captained J.U.S.T. and Victoria. 


Other Juventus players in the 
State team in the 50s included 
Ermes Boz, Pepi Plateo, Max 
Vivoli, Kassal, Sabldussi and 
Bagnini. 


The outstanding newcomer of 
1958 was that exciting forward 
Frank Garbazza who came up 
through Juventus’ junior teams. 


He made his senior debut at 17 
and became the idol of the Juve 
fans until switching in 1968 to 
J.U.S.T. where a broken leg ended 
his career, 


In the early sixties Rocky Fra- 
ngionl was a man mountain in 
Juventus’ defence. He and Remo 
Guardiani and Reg Griggs were 
selacted to the State team. 


Englishman Geoff Tumblyn 
was another star, finishing second 
to Fred Falizon of George Cross 
in the 1961 Argus Medal count. 


George Scott, the man who 
gave Juventus its second Argus 
Medal, arrived from Toronto in 
1963, and had previously played 
for Notts County In England. 


tHe was unlucky not to win a 
second Medal, as he was a close 
runner-up to Frank Micie of 
J.ULS.T. 


After a run of ordinary sea- 
sons, Juvantus finished 
socond to Melbourne in 1967. 


The man; who masterminded 
that success wes Mario Corti, 
who joined Juventus as player- 
coach after serving as captain of 
Catania, star of Sampdoria and an 
International in the Italian 8 team, 


Wall-known Dino DeMarchi 
and Dario Epifano, who are both 
with Fawkner now, were among 
the forwards of Juventus that sea- 
son. In goal was Diter Voigt who 
conceded only 21 goals. 


After the 1967 sesson, Ju- 
ventus fost Terry Luckhurst, 
Georges Scott, Freack Torcque, 
Jobn Beli and John Mitton. 


Although the arrival of Soc- 
ceroo Tommy McColl com- 
Pensated partly for the losses, Ju- 
ventus managed to finish only 
ninth in 1968, the year Croatia 
won the championship.

Not even the most die-hard Adelaide City supporter 
would disagree that the famous South Australian club had 


ve 


But in a season which provided so many disappointments, 


Adelaide City produced three exhilarating displays which would 


have blitzed any club in the country. 


Both performances were 
against Sydney clubs and played 
at Olympic Sports Field, adding 
weight to the theory that Adelaide 
City play their best at home. 

But Adelaide City were in such 
remarkable form in those two 
games that they could have 
played in Anchorage, Alaska and 
the results.would have been the 
same. 

They hit top form for the first 
time on April 30 against Western 
Suburbs. 

City were off to one of their 
worst starts to a season in years. 
They were in tenth position and 
Wests were second, three points 
behind Marconi. 

City had struggled the week 
before against Newcastle on the 
same ground and were fortunate 
to pick up a point. 

Western Suburbs came to Ad- 
elaide with the knowledge that in 
the corresponding game last year 
they won 2-1 with Adelaide City 
= the height of their powers. 


But any hopes of a repeat 
Success were crushed within two 
‘minutes. 


Midfielder, Henry Kolecki 
snapped up a rebound and 
lashed a 20 metre power drive 
past VWasts. starited ‘kasper 
Greg Woodhouse. 


It was the start Adelaide City 
had been waiting for all season 


Kolecki and Johnny Perin 
tore gaping holes in Wests’ 
defence and made internationals 
Peter Stone and Dave Harding 
wish they had remained home at 
Englefield Stadium. 


Such was Kolecki and Perins 
influance on the game that one 
writer said: “City could scan the 
world for talent and not find mid- 
fielders to better the 90-minute 
dominance affected by Perin and 
Kolecki" 


Perin dissected the field with 
some inch-perfect crossfield pass- 
ing, Woodhouse must have been 
hoping that Perin wouldn't try one 
of his long-distance specials 
during that hectic first half. 


Porin didn’t, but John Nys- 
kohus did and City led 2-0 at 
half time. 


City didn't relieve the pressure 
after the break but ironically

City retaliated and just four 
minutes later Perin blasted 
one of the greatest goals in 
the two years of the PSL — 
from 40. metras! 


City compieieU a +2 roul and 
for a fleeting moment the PSL 
title didn't look the remote possi- 
bility it had before the match. 


But they were unable to recap- _ 


ture their form and there were 
plenty of jean times ahead. 


However on July 2 Adelaide 
City got it together again. 


Marconi felt the full brunt of 
City’s explosion and at 4.15 
pm Rale Rasic was trying to 
pick up the piecas in the 
change-rooms. 


Marconi were on top of the

their necks they simply couldn’‘t 
afford a loss. 

Marconi didn't lose — they 
were humiliated. 

John Nyskohus started the 
run in the first five minutes with a 
glorious volley. 

Brian Northcote added the 
second just after half time and 
Nyskohus made it 3-0. 

But Peri brought Marconi 
down to their knees with a mira- 
culous swerving 30-metre shot 
which ripped past Allan Maher. 


It was the second time:in just 
Over a year that Marconi were 
crushed 4-0 by City, who once 
again showed what a powerful 
combination they can be. 


But again, inexplicably, they 
plunged to depths of mediocri- 
ty, highlighted by Brisbane 
Lions’ 4-1 hammering on 
August 19 at Olympic Sports 
Field. 


The following week they front- 
ed up to’ West Adelaide in the 
champiunship decider. 


No-one expected Adelaide City 
to get within evan a goal of West 
Adelaide, except staunch City 
supporters. 

City strode onto the field in 
front of 16,000 fans wearing their 
alternative white strip. 


They played majestically 
and led 1-0 after 50 minutes 
with a John Perin thunderbolt 
but Vic Bozanic snatched a 
late equatiser to clinch the title 
for West. The match was 
City's best non-winning per- 
formance for the year. 


Their fans looked anxiously to 
the Phillps Cup and they had 
every reason to be confident of 
success, 


But City never played as well 
again 


They beat Essendon Croatia in 
8 dour struggle, looked promising 
against Canberra in the semi 
finals but blew it in the final 
against Brisbane City. 


in two years of tha league, City 
have not won a solitary honor, 
which would have taken a brave 
man to gamble on before the start 
of last year's initial season. 


But that will all change next 
year. 
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It is difficult to eae review caters 
City’s 1978 season in the Philips League. 

The critics will point out that City finished in ex- 
actly the same position as it did in 1977, the opti- 
mists will say that City earned three more points 
than it did in 1977, won the Prime Minister’s Cup, 
reached the semi-finals of the 32-team national 
cup competition and boasted the youngest team in 


the PSL.

Yet after watching a Fitzroy Alexander game, 
you'd be excused for thinking that two of the 


players were brothers. 


The O'Sheas of St George, the Nyskohus boys of Adel- 
side City, the Hendersons of Canberra City and the 
Allans of Sydney Olympic are the real sets of brothers, 

but the ’‘McMilians’’ of Fitzroy (or are they the ‘'O' Reil- 
lys?"’) come mighty close to inclusion on that list. 


i The similarities between 
Arthur NMicMillan and Jim O”- 
Reilly are uncanny, and extend 
beyond physical appearance and 
mannerisms. 

Both are around 178cms tall 
(5ft 10ins) and are stocky in build. 
Their styles of running and pass- 
ing the ball are almost identicat. 

Both are Scottish, and slightly 
thinning on top, although Arthur 
claims to have more hair than 
Jim. 

But it's off the field similarities 
which make you think it's more 
than coincidence 

Jim and Arthur sre best of- 
friends, and work together as 
carpenters. 

Before coming to Australia 
both played for the'same team 
in Scotiand! 

What has full back McMillan 
got to say about the matter? 

“I've never thought about it.” 
said Arthur, “but my wife Janis 
rackons she can't tell Jim and }| 
apart when we're playing. 

“A lot of people ask me if Jim's 
my brother when we are out on 
the job, but I’m not really aware 
that we look the same.” 

| pointed out to Arthur that he- 
and Jim could have some fun foo- 
ling referees and opponents. 

“|, suppose | could blame Jim 
for any foul tacklas the referee 
tried to get me for,” suggested Ar- 
thur, “but | haven't run into any 
situation on the fiald when | was 
‘mistaken for Jim, or vice versa.” 

Although far from being the ter- 
rible twins, a forward really knows 
what a hard tackle is like whan 
Arthur or Jim are around. 

McMillan received praise after 
his displays at the start of the 
1977 season, his first in Australia. 

~ His block-busting defensive 
work, and forceful runs up the 
flank from full back made him a 
key man. in Fitzroy’s charge to 
near the top of the PSLin 1977. 

He is one of the unsung heroes 
of the Fitzroy team. He rarely hits 
the headlines with his tough, 
straight-ahead style, although for 
effort he’s unbeatable. 

He plays a disciplined defensive 
game and you'd have to look hard 
to find a better hard-tackling old- 
style full back in Australia. 

The 31-year-old McMillan is a 
‘coach's dream, as he believes it is 
essential to follow instructions. 

“I;would |Ike maybe to attack 
more,” said Arthur, “but | have to 
follow the instructions John 
Margaritis gives me. A player 
must do what a coach tells him, or 
he may as well not play at all. 

“Ltry my hardest to do the job 
I'm. given. If | don't then | might 
be out of the team.” 

Its probably his upbringing in 
the rough and tumble of Scottish 


soccer that has given him that at- _ 


titude. 

Off the field, Arthur is an ami- 
cable guy, and in fine with his 
style on the field, he’s a straight 
talker. 

McMillan has some definite 
things to say about his own and 
#itzroy’s form over the past two 
seasons. 

‘This year was dis- 
appointing,” hea said, “*‘be- 
cause the players didn’t knit 
together as a team. The side 
had been settled for a fair 
while, but it seamed the 
longer we played together, the 
worse we got. 

“Both times when Margaritis

took over as coach we picked up a 
lot.

year,” he said, “but then again. | 
agian t nave a great season. 

"L think I've played batter this 
season, when | concentrated 
more on defence. In 1977 | at- 
tacked a lot more than | do now 
and people maybe expected me to 
live up to the form | showed 
going forward from full back. 

“But with Jim Tansey doing a 
lot of attacking on the left side 
from full back, | have to stay back 
and help to cover. | accept that | 
won't be able to attack as much in 
that situation, but | think I've done 
better this year.” 

Arthur McMillan began his 
career in Scottish junior soccer, 
before progressing to the Scottish 
Second division with Stanraer in 
1966. 

He wasn't a professional play- 
er, and continued as a carpenter 
while playing on a part time basis. 

After 24 seasons with Stan- 
raer, McMillan moved to Ham- 
ilton Academicals, which was also 
in the Second division. 

McMillan continued to play on 
a part-time basis. 

It was at Hamilton that Arthur 
came under the coaching of 
Bobby Shearer, who was man- 
ager of the club, and a former 
Glasgow Rangers player. 

It was Shearer who was re- 
sponsible for McMillan devel- 
oping his tough approach to play- 
ing. 

‘Before | went to Hamilton,” 
said Arthur, “] was quite 4 timid 
player. I'm not saying | was soft, 
but what | learnt from Sheerer 
made me more aggressive. 


“Shearer told me that | should 
always play the ball hard, but in 
case | couldn't get the ball, ha ad- 
vised making sure it was difficult 
for the opponent to get past. 


“He wasn't telling me to be 
dirty, just to use my body to ad- 
vantage. I'd never really heard 
about that style until Shearer 
coached me. 


*“*t took things from there, 
and became more vigorous

when tackling. But I've always 
been pretty fair." 

McMillan was a regular in the 
Hamilton team and experienced a 
taste of the big-time when his 
club was drawn against the 
mighty Celtic of Glasgow in cup 
games. 

in the Celtic side was Jimmy 
Johnstone, who played in Ce- 
Itic’s 1967 European Cup winning 
team 

The red-headed Johnstone was. 
widely recognised as one of the 
greatest Scottish wingers. 

“Johnstone and another Celtic 
winger, Harry Hood, were very 
difficult opponents, said Arthur. 
“With Jimmy, you could show 
him the fine, and he'd still take the 
ball past you. 

He could change direction In a 
split second, and was so fast that 
you couldn't catch him once he 
had a break. 

“Johnstone could dribble past 
you on the left or right side, so 
there was no hope of pushing him 
to his weaker side” 

McMillan added that while he 
could match wingers In the First 
or Second Divisions, those from 
the Premier League were a ‘bit 
too good for him.” 

“The Premier League 
wingers are much faster than 
those in the lower division,’ 
said Arthur. “| couldn't stop 
them. I‘! admit | wasn’t good 
enough to play in the Premier 
League.” 

That's an example of MeMillan_ 
the straight-talker. 

With Hamilton, Arthur played 
3+ seasons in the Second Divi- 


sion and four in the First Division’ 


after the club won promation, 

When the Scottish F.A. in- 
troduced the new 10-team Pre- 
mier League, Hamilton became 
one of the teams in the new First 
Division, aa 

McMillan recalls vividly his 
most memorable game with 
Hamilton. Strangely anough, he 
didn't play in it! 

“Hamilton and Leeds United 
arranged to play a friendly game 
at our Douglas Park ground,” said 
Arthur. “lt was a pre-season 
game, but Leeds had their full 
team in. 

“About 25,000 people came to 
the game and the atmosphere 
was magic, Leeds was my favorite 
English team and had some great 
players.” 

The greats Arthur is referring to 
are Billy Bremner, a former 
Scottish international and captain 
of the Scotland 1974 World Cup 
team; Johnny Giles an Eire inter- 
national and later successful man- 
ager of West Bromwich Albion 
and the Eire national team; Peter 
‘Lorimer, a Scottish international 
and reputed to have the hardast 
shot in the English League: Allan 
Clarke, now plsyer/manager of 
Barnsley who played for England; 
Norman Hunter, an England 
international and one of the hard 
men of English soccer; Terry 
Cooper, who was one of the best 
left backs in the world until a leg 
break interrupted his career; and 
Paul Madeley, one of the most 
versatile players in English soccer. 

But back to Arthur, and why 
the game as so memorable to 
him. 

“Leeds were definitely taking 
the game seriously,” he sald, “but 
Hamilton won 4-3. It was great 
match, but Leeds manager Don 
Revie was angry that his team 
had lost and sent @il his players to 
bed by 9.30 pm when they got 
back to their hotel.” 

Unfortunately for McMillan, an 
argument with his manager saw 
him out of the team — the first 
and only time -he’s been dropped 
during his career. 

“Il was out of the team for 
threes months,”’ said Arthur, 
“and during that time the boss 
didn’t talk to me once. | was 
reserve for the game against 
Leeds and seven though If 
didn't get a run, it was still my 
most memorable game.” 

Arthur's exile from the Ham- 
iiton first team came to an end 
soon after when he regained his 
place 

Apart from Bobby Shaarer, 
there was another coach at Ham- 
ilton who had a big influence on 
McMillan's career. 

“Eric Smith was a very good 
coach,” said Arthur, “He played 
for Celtic, coached Morton and 
Hamilton, and now is doing soma 
work in Saudi Arabia. 

“Eric taught me how to 
attack from full back, which 
was a big boost to my game. 
He encouraged me to go for- 
ward and gave me pointers on 
how to time my runs up the 
wing and when to support the 
forwards. He helpad me a tre- 
mendous amount.” 


Jim O'Reilly was at Hamilton 
for two years with McMillan. 

“Jim left the club before | did,” 
said Arthur, “and went to Hong 
Kong before moving to Australia, 

“One year Hamilton went on a 
tour of Cyprus, and that’s where 
Jim and | got to know each other 
really well.” 

However. in late 1976 McMil- 
lan decided that he would emi- 
grate down under. No, not Austra- 
lia, New Zealand was his goal. , 

But Jim Adam, the present 
manager of PSL champion West 
Adelaide, was in Britain recruiting 
players for Fitzroy, the club of 
which he was coach at the time. 

“Jim Adam found out | wanted 
to. move,” said Arthur, “and offer- 
ed me the chance to go to Austra- 
lia. | accepted right away.” 

McMillan’s contract with Ham- 
ilton had two years to run, but the 
club kindly let him go after 74 
years sorvice,

soccer, Arthur played around 
220 games. Ha won Ham- 
ilton's best player award three 
times. 

But Australia was a new chal- 
lenge for him, 


Soccer is much harder here 
compared with what | was play- 
ing back home,” he said, “mainly 
because of the longer hours in- 
volved 


"With Fitzroy | train four nights ' 
& week and spend every second 
weekend interstate. It's a big 
strain, especially on your social 
life. 


“In Scotland, we'd train three 
nights a week and play a game 
every Saturday. Even if wa played 
away, we'd be back home by 
about 8 or 9 Saturday night, and 
still had time to go out.” 


Arthur found the style of play in 
Australia slightly different from a 
full back’s point of view. 


“PSL teams don't play with 
conventional wingers,” said 
McMillan “In Scotland, most 
teams have two-wingers that stay 
wide of the flank and don’t go in- 
field, 


"Here, a team may have only 


one winger, which means a full: 


back is kept busy for only half the 
game, as the winger usually alter- 
nates. Also, tha wingers in Aust- 
ralia cut into the middle a lot, or 
drift into the midfield.” 


Arthur said no winger had 
posed him particular problems. All 
wingers are hard to play against, 
he said. 


“George Campbell of South 
Melbourne is one to watch,” 
McMilllan said. “‘He’s s0 
small, that if you don't take 
the ball off him cleanly, he can 
make oa challenge look much 
worse than it actually is. 


"He's a great one for winning 
over referees,” 


Last season McMillan was 
named as a possible contender for 
a place in the national squad but 
he scoffs at the suggestion 


“lf | had come to Australia six 
years ago,” he explained, “| may 
have had a chance. But I'm 31 
and | figure I've got two years left 
in the PSL. | may play in the State 
League after ! quit the PSL but at 
the moment I'll continue with 
Fitzroy until | get fed up, or until 
I'm not good enough any more.” 


But McMillan still has an ambi- 
tion to fulfill. 


‘My aim is to be part of a Fitz- 
roy team that wins the PSL 
championship,” said Arthur. 


With McMillan’s stout defend- 
ing, Fitzroy has a good base to 
work from, but in the meantime 
tll let someone else figure out 
whether it's Arthur who looks like 
Jim. or Jim who looks like Arthur!

Each defender also has a re- 
sponsibility to cover other defend- 
ers. 


In man-to-man marking at its 
simplest, you are assigned an in- 
dividual player to mark With all 
defensive covering done by a 
sweeper. 


Britain is probably the only 
country In the world which has re- 
sisted the change to man-to-man 
marking, especially in the back 
four. 


This resistance has had its jm- 
plications in Australia where zonal 
marking has been prevalent In 
recent years but has been diluted 
increasingly as the European In- 
fluence has grown stronger in our 
soccer. 


Today in Australin many 
British coaches use a sweeper 
with man-to-man marking In
